Through an agreement with the 
U. S. Treasury Depart rn e n t, 
County Agricultural Agents are 
assuming the responsibility o f 
getting Federal Gasoline Tax Re­ 
fund claim forms in the hands of 
the farmers. This refund w i l l 


apply to gasoline purchased the 
first six months of this year and 
will amount to two cents p e r 
gallon. These claim forms are to 
be completed after June 30 or 
before Sept. 30, 1956. After this 
time the refund will be made on 
an annual basis from July I to 
June 30 each year. 
The claim forms are very sim­ 
ple, but farmers are warned to 
keep all necessary papers to sub­ 
stantiate the claims. The forms 
will be available in the office of 
the county agent, banks, and the 
County ASC office.
